1t s n
well-known solentific fact that this alr,
which I8 Inden with spent elements, such
as curbonle acid gus, \n welghtier than the
Pure alr, Consequently. it s to be found
nearer the floor, while the pirer and wirim-
or Alr In to be found near the celling. This
being the presence of a ventilator or
meries of them near the top of the house,
where theay ary usually pisced. doen not
fulflll thelr denign of oarrying off the vitl-
Ated alr, but Instend rod the house of the
Gxyren-ladon air that Is neosssary to the
well-belng of the fowl ‘Tha Impure air is
Iaft In the lower seetion of tha houssa and
Must b breathed & great deal by the birda
To get rid of this polsoned air it Is naedful
to have a means of wventilatlon so con-
mructed that the opening will he near the
floor, Thin can saslly be acoomplished by
muking s shaft or tube about six inches
square (for the ordinary poultry house)
with an opening at the bottorn next the
foor, Ta he effective, this shaft or tubs
must axtend ahove the highest polnt of the
roof of the houss. To make n shaft slx
Inches mquare ume two siz-inch boards for
opponite sldes and two four-ineh boarda
for the other sides. Cut the four-dnch
bonrds about half a foot shorter than the
Nix-inch boards, which will give & space
on either side four by six Inches RExtend
this through the roof as directed above and
put an A-shaped cap on top to prevant the
antry of rain or snow. The ventilator Is now
complete so far as the outlet s concerned

Imptire alr, whils heavier than the pure
air ineide the house, Is warmer, and henos
lighter than the alr outside In winter
weather. Naturally i rises in the ventilat-
Ing flue, enconrnged by the winds moving
Aoross top. A vacuum is consequently formed
In the spnce near the floor, which In turn
s filled with the warm, pure alr which ia
pulled down from the top of the houss,
and this nocemnitates a constant supply
of fresh alr from outslde the structurs.

This explaina why an intake as wall as
an outiet i needed. To supply this fresh
sir In & huilding with double walle, cut
& holt In the inside boarding six by elght
Inches below the overhead celling and an-
other of the same sige In the outslde board.
Ing directly underneath the othar hole and
about elghteen Inches above the floor 114
you uss a single wall houss, cut a hole
near the roof, as directed above, and cover
with & hood

A perfect clrcalatien will thus bes ab-
tained, plenty of Invigorating oxygen will
he afforded, and at the same time the foul
will nmot be exposed to direot draughts,
which are n fatality té be guarded agninst
The houss should be thrown open a lttls

“Wel mashos want out bacause, first, they
were an old thing ; second, thay wera mora
troubin; third, they required more cleanil-
ness, more thoroughness, mors intalligences ;
fourth, many would not or oould not feed
them at the proper time, lats afternoons or
evenings ; ACth, many could nol be satisfied
with the one hest mixture, viz, bran, mid.
dilngs, ground oats, cornmeal, plus beat
sorap or milk, but had to add such unpal-
htable or harmful things as eottonsesd meal,
moy hean meal, linseed oll meal, aifalfs meal,
Cayenne pepper. ste.

Wat mushes wers adhersd to by some
of the biggest and oldest poultry or ege
farmers In the State.  Thess poopls are
#tiil feading the mame, and, incidentally,
these partles are getting more egEs out of
their pullets yearly than any one alse.

“Wot mashes offer, ton, n splendid me-
atum to use to advantage bolled amall or
Wasts polntoes, turnips, pamphine, eto. A
variation or substitute for a wel mash Is
oats wonked twenty-four hours or more In
cald water, bholled until all water has dis-
mppaared. The addition of a little salt and
the pouliry is crazy for this fesd.

"Wet mashes must not be fed to adult
hona inclined to take on fat; must not be
fed before noon In any came: must be fed
fairly wet and only so much as will be
eaten gquickly ; must be simple In combi
nation and must be palatable; must be
cisan and fod ciean and must ba fed regu-
larly, dally. If these things are complied
with then wet mash it in*
